Current Educational Notes

CERTIFICATION TEACHERS.—There 
growing tendency centralize State Depart- 
ments Education authority relating the certi- 
fication the present time this the 
system provided thirty-five the States, and 
there are ten additional States which the State 
retains authority supply question lists and make 
regulations concerning examinations. Where coun- 
ties have charge the grading papers and issu- 
ance certificates, different standards prevail with- 
the same State, uniformity being ensured only 
when State authorities exercise full control. 

While still common for certificates low grade, 
the examination method insuring the possession 
the requisite qualifications the part teachers 
undergoing supersession the requirement 
professional preparation recognized institutions. 
There are eighteen States which certain degree 
recognition toward certification, not full cer- 
tificate, accorded each person who has com- 
pleted prescribed courses normal training classes 
connected with secondary schools. six 
these States the work now post-graduate 
(high school) basis. Gradually the standard re- 
quirements made higher and higher, this tenden- 
having been especially marked during the past 
five years. Besides the prerequisites academic 
and professional training, thirty-seven States have 
established minimum age requirement, generally 
years, but one State and five years. 
twelve States applicants for certificates must 
citizens the United States take pledge 
civic loyalty. 

The accepted standard for teaching elemtnary 
grades now two years above high school, repre- 
senting completion standard two-year course 
approved normal school, teachers’ college 
university. Graduation from four-year college 
course, including professional courses, the ac- 
standard for high school teachers. While 
the examination method certificating teachers 
still persists number States, there strong 
movement eliminate this method and make 
examinations, while they continue, more and more 
difficult and hence constantly decreasing appeal 
applicants for teaching certificates. 


SCHOOL Every 
State the Union now provides law that school 
attendance for prescribed time shall compul- 
sory for all children between certain ages, the age 
limit differing different States. twenty the

During the past few years the trend has been 
require children attend school during the entire 
school period least until the completion the 
elementary course. This means more some 
States than others, for the reason that the length 
the minimum school term varies from nine and 
one-half months California three months 
Oklahoma, South Carolina and Wyoming. 
nine months six States, eight months eleven, 
seven eight and six nine. all the States 
compulsory education laws are reinforced child 
labor thirty-seven the States and the 
District Columbia specified amount school 
attendance insisted upon before permit labor 
can procured. fifteen these States per- 
mits will issued for children who have not com- 
pleted the studies the elementary grades. 
some States, whom labor permits have 
been issued must attend evening and continuation 
schools, 


Nearly all the children who under existing 
conditions grow without schooling are those 
living comparative isolation—that is, too great 
distance from any school make attendance 
practicable. The problem providing transporta- 
tion facilities for children such circumstances 
under consideration many the States the 
present time. 


SCHOOL TEXTBOOKS.—A Manual Educa- 
tional Legislation recently issued the Federal 
Bureau Education shows that the present time 
the number States having State-wide uniform 
systems controlling the adoption textbooks for 
the public schools twenty-six. five the 
others provision made for the adoption text- 
books counties, while the remaining seven- 
teen States the school unit system adoption con- 
tinues. the States having State-wide uniformity, 
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eleven provide for selection the State boards 
education, the choice the-others being made 
special textbook commissiqons, which usually are 
appointed the governor. two States, Cali- 
fornia and Kansas, the textbooks used the public 
schools are printed the State. 

Nineteen States and the District Columbia 
supply elementary school texts without cost, and 
fifteen these States supply free textbooks sec- 
ondary schools well. There are twenty-two other 
States which local school districts may supply 
free textbooks they choose. practically all the 
States there are arrangements which indigent 
children may procure textbooks without cost. 

There growing feeling that where the law 
provides for State-wide uniformity, the list books 
approved should make provision for liberal sup- 
plementary list, permitting local authorities ex- 
ercise considerable freedom choice. 


KEEP POLITICS OUT.—The Federal Bureau 
Education, which division the Department 
the Interior, performing its functions ad- 
miration, and doing much better, may well 
conceived, than would the case with politics en- 
tering into its administration greater extent 
than the case under existing conditions. 

Politics could not kept out the functions 
the Bureau were transferred Department 
Education, charge Secretary with seat 
the President’s cabinet. Members the cabinet are 
selected with reference their party alignment, 
not indeed with reference their political affilia- 
tions which are distinctly factional. Under the 
existing system heads the Bureau Education 
are selected rule with reference their tech- 
nical equipment. much better gauge efficiency 
this than political leanings political services ren- 
dered election campaigns. 

For more than generation efforts have been put 
forth from time time for the creation national 
Department Education. There intimation that 
these efforts are about renewed, which case 
hoped they will again defeated. The 
cause education would injured anything 
tending introduce politics into the schools. 


HELPING THE PROBLEM CHILD.—A re- 
cent examination large group problem chil- 
dren disclosed the fact that the proportion feeble- 
minded among them was only ten per cent. Here 
finding which interests teachers, and which was 
used the text address before the recent con- 
vention the Wisconsin State Teachers’ Associa- 
tion Dr. William Lorenz, authority the 
subject mental hygiene.

Conducting the Conference 


the chief objective conducting the con- 

ference direct, inspire, stimulate, 
and encourage the student teacher, the best re- 
sults obtain when such meetings are informal. The 
critic teacher might assume the attitude leader 
guide rather than that teacher didactically 
inclined. Conditions ought such that student 
teachers would feel free express their opinions 
and compare notes. the discussions irrelevant 
argument should avoided and all that pertinent 
should encouraged. When teachers fail par- 
ticipate the discussion, the critic teacher might 
challenge some accepted principle afford op- 
portunity for those who are sympathy with the 
principle raise their objections. papers have 
been assigned for discussion, criticism might 
sought after the papers have been read. The crit- 
icism ought elicited from individuals can- 
not obtained otherwise. 


pedagogical attitude should obtain throughout 
the meeting, for the group must considered 
one persons professionally inclined and, reason 
their presence, with some knowledge and taste 
for the work. The purpose the critic teacher 
the conference direct and check the discus- 
sions and eventually summarize the results and 
conclusions arrived order that something tang- 
ible and provocative thought may taken away.

worthy trial and consideration. 


The critic teacher aims discover the 
prospective teacher skill lack skill. Like 
any latent power, skill awaiting the proper stim- 
ulus—the guidance both the way objectives 
and methods. discovering skill, the administra- 
tor learns how assign the teaching load conform- 
able the character the teacher. This makes 
for efficiency teaching and ensures the utilizing 
the teaching resources school system the 
best advantage the pupils. 

The results the conferences suggest the 
student teacher proper procedure teaching. 
not expected the discussions the 
meeting will make the same impression upon all 


present since each has her own background. But 
the suggestions broaden the attitude the can- 
didate toward her profession that practice 
one method fails, she may resourceful enough 
try another. The conferences then will give her 
insight into the various prevailing ideas relative 
the teaching the subject matter that her meth- 
ods may flexible and adjustable varying con- 
ditions and needs.

tached. making corrections, therefore, the critic 
teacher must act judiciously and cautiously. 
general rule solving this problem can set 
down; much depends upon existing conditions and 
the ingenuity the teacher. 

teacher attains the best results when she 
words, when she moved inspiration. she 
not cognizant the importance her subject, 
she not sympathetic and appreciative her at- 
titude toward it, her teaching will colorless, im- 
personal and ineffectual. The ideal teacher has ever 
before her worthy objective, immediate 
remote, and much she actively conscious 
this goal, will her teaching effective. The en- 
thusiasm and earnestness inspired teacher will 
leave lasting impression the characters who 
come under her jurisdiction. 

The teacher history must ever mindful 
the fact that the subject very broad its 
scope; that its purpose the school curriculum 
varies from time time according objectives 
from the student point view and aims set 
forth the author. However, the conference, 
the critic teacher will aim revealing the function 
history its relation life the present time. 
This least must apprehended all teachers 
that uniformity may made evident the teach- 
ing the subject, and that diverse and perhaps op- 
posite results may not the outcome. 


Though specific approach every episode 
history essential, the general approach deter- 
mined the end view and the nature the 
study itself all important factor. This broad 
outlook prepares the ground for the study es-

The cumulative effect the conference 
develop the historical sense.

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concerned. necessitates the dissociation mind 
from present day estimates that the significance 
event recorded history may appreciated 
its true relation the life the time and the 
forces which were responsible for its part the 
world’s story. Making the past real not easy, 
even the best historians sometimes err judg- 
ing past events the light present day ideas 
and values. 

Every epoch history has made its own spe- 
the teacher history abstract the important con- 
tribution, give its proper value, and relate 
the present purpose. Human experience con- 
tinuity, and each age has its wisdom and culture 
that succeeding generations utilize their advan- 
tage and further progress. Our modern civilization 
with its industrial and commercial advantages 
made possible because past achievements. The 
teacher should have clear and definite knowledge 
just why and how one epoch history prop- 
aedeutic another, and thus able emphasize 
the great and important movements the world’s 
history. 

10. The successful teacher history aims ob- 
taining certain results for the pupils. the duty 
the critic teacher reveal, either explicitly 
implicitly, the prospective teachers what these 
results are. present there are certain standard 
tests that may used for this purpose, yet much 
reliance obtaining this estimate may placed 
the teacher.

forms, technically called ideals; the new mental 
image thus representation several ideas com- 
bined the cognitive faculty working with mem- 
ory construct some object not known really 
existing something conceived really cap- 
able existing. 

There are three stages the process. The first 
revives the images past experiences. the sec- 
ond, the mind breaks these images and selects 
those parts each which deems most suitable for 
the new product. the third stage these dismem- 
bered images are recombined into the new image; 
here memory cannot used, for its function 
recall past experiences conscious what has 
never been explained it. 


The creative character the imagination one 
the greatest proofs that the mind self-active 
power capable determining itself things 
which lie beyond the power any purely physical 
agency. consciously creates forms that embody 
excellence some kind and contemplates them with 
the joy that quickens the soul the artist even 
while works. 
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These forms are our ideals; they may, indeed, 
the mind merely passing phenomena; but when 
the imagination allowed its natural freedom 
works higher and higher ideals, blending the 
idea and the object some form beauty, truth, 
goodness that represents permanent moral 
well mental acquisition. Imagination not 
wild, unrestrained impulse. Emotion gives wings 
its flight but thought clips the wings, and thus 
this faculty kept within its proper limits. More- 
over, its products. are ideals, they are likewise 
creations looking the exaltation the inner life 
man, and its outward self-expression. 

The controlling agency which thus holds the 
imagination the right line its activity the 
Will. The teacher ought urge his pupils 
strengthen the Will; combine discipline with the 
imagination and make not the master but the 
servant the Will. Teach them that the self grat- 
ifying effect waits upon imagination with the full 
plenary powers the Will towards giving them 
the truest and purest ideals the mind can form. 

the main effort the educator should 
excite the moral and religious sensibilities the 
pupil, evident that the teacher should have 
fundamental knowledge the laws and workings 
the imagination and should cultivate himself 
that larger vision its activities, and teach 
use carefully. The actual stage culture 
which the teacher expresses will the measure 
his efficiency developing this faculty among his 
students. 

Granting that the teacher studies the nature and 
capacity the mind’s powers and that, further- 
more, have care keep imagination within 
the bounds reason and subservient the Will, 
may justly infer that will harmonize its ac- 
tivity with that the memory and the understand- 
ing. will then create automatically images 
truth, beauty and excellence, and fashion ideals that 
will co-ordinate with the true purpose and ends 
human existence. Its influence will make for the 
temporal and eternal advantage the young souls 
who are witnesses its beneficent effects the 
words and actions their scholastic guides. 


all know that the common acceptance 
person’s ideals are taken the measure his men- 
tal and moral attainments. The creatures his 
imagination are literally the witnesses the kinds 
thought, desires, and purposes which the soul has 
made its own, the mind busy searching for the 
truth, the imagination will create the likeness the 
truth will seek expression for the truth thus con- 
ceived some form, and the world will recognize 
its creations some high contribution the wel- 
fare mankind, some discovery invention that 
will add human comfort and social welfare.

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Character Formation Through Experiences

HARACTER the sum total individual’s 
physical, moral, intellectual and spiritual ex- 
periences. 

Before developing this fundamental truth, at- 
tempt will made draw comparison between 
Christ’s command, “Walk before and per- 
fect,” and the modern definition EDUCATION. 

The agnostic who formulated the definition 
widely accepted the English-speaking countries 
today knew not that was uttering eternal 
truth laid down the Divine Philosopher over 
two thousand years ago. Evolutionary principles 
are not always accord with the teaching and prac- 
tice the Catholic Church, but his wording 
the definition Education, Spencer unwittingly 
clothed old fact new form, defining EDU- 
CATION “preparation for complete living.” 

Christ’s command and the modern definition both 
involve the element experience, both contain the 
two-fold principle cause and effect, with this 
radical difference, Christ speaks with 
authority, and clears away all doubt about what 
means. says specifically “Walk,” make prog- 
ress; “before Me,” your Model; “and perfect,” 
attain the reward, the end for which you were cre- 
ated. the other hand, the modern definition 
broad and general and capable being interpreted 
subjectively. The purpose this comparison and 
contrast too obvious need the on- 
conclusion drawn that truth eternal 
and universal, and whether pronounced God 
man, unchangable its essence. 


axiomatic principle that things which are 
equal the same thing are equal each other. 
Whether one speaks education character for- 
mation, the one and the other are end attained 
one and the same means, namely, individual ex- 
periences referred psychologists environ- 
ment. Now this environment nothing more than 
the four-fold experiences which make the entire 
field education, 

That system education which finds its counter- 
part the culture epoch theory limited those 
experiences which come from man’s physical here- 
dity and result the development brute animal. 
The adherents this theory reduce education 
mere biological process. Even the first biologist, 
Aristotle, taught his pupils seek for happiness 
the practice virtue instead the base satis- 
faction the senses. 

Besides experiences resulting from purely physi- 
cal heredity there are those, which taken on, ad- 
dition these, constitute second type experi- 
ences, namely, those pertaining educational agen- 
cies and opportunities, and having their ultimate 
aim the educated animal. Experiences such these 
are responsible for the science known criminol- 
ogy. Having belief future reward punish- 
ment for moral conduct, the followers this sys- 
tem realize their end the unscrupulous doctrine 
that “might right.” 

Still another class recognize third type ex- 
periences, namely, those arising from the exercise 


not only the body, and the mind, but the 
will well. The early Greeks belonged this 
class. The Iliad and the Odyssey reveal the nature 
Greek education and show that even one thou- 
sand years before Christ the Greeks were cultured 
people. They lacked, however, one the four ele- 
ments essential complete life, namely, the super- 
natural. The highest plane which educated 
Greek could raise himself was that cultured 
pagan. Greek morality was purely natural. 

Having briefly stated three the aims educa- 
tion, and having shown the product experiences 
resulting from these limited influences, shall add 
the fourth spiritual element, known Divine 
grace, which when combined with the three fore- 


going results the formation character built 


upon Christian morality. 

Whether modern educational psychology 
accepts this four-fold aim education, and makes 
possible adjustments fourfold environments, 
will ever remain the only means establishing vi- 
tal continuity between the powers the natural 
man and the supernatural virtues. The Divine 
Master insists: “Abide and you,” “with- 
out you can nothing.” 

The next part this paper will concerned with 
the agencies through which these experiences are 
transmitted. They are the sources princi- 
ples from which education proceeds. Parents and 
teachers are the primary agents those influences 
representing the home and the school. Later 
are those influences which originate the Church 
and the State. All these together constitute the 
whole chain experiences beginning the cradle 
and ending the grave. The effects these ex- 
periences upon the child may either inhibitive 
initiative; the former cause arrest growth and 
development the latter, development the wrong 
way development the right way. Every ex- 
perience that comes child has one other 
the effects just mentioned, and has, therefore, di- 
rect bearing the formation character. fol- 
lows that those charged with the education the 
young should throw around them such protection 
and afford them such guidance and control will 
give them those experiences which will develop, 
correct and improve personal individuality. ex- 
perience may cause arrest future activity, at- 
tended with very disagreeable painful results, 
forced upon child without his having had any pre- 
vious experiences fit him for these later ones. 
Not that the doing the hard thing itself the 
cause the inhibition, but the child, having had 
experiences which could enable him adjust 
himself the new requirements, shrinks from doing 
forced compliance unreasonable com- 
mand, untactful handling situation, are often 
contributory causes building inhibitions. The 
very plasticity child’s nature makes easy for 
him avoid the repetition difficult distaste- 
ful task. 

Again, experiences may function the wrong 
way. Herein lies the necessity choice com- 
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panionship, Bad example has this drastic effect that 
the evil influence vicious conduct reacts hu- 
man nature, even after the wrong-doer has received 
his punishment. The story the human race the 
best example the effect evil experiences. Not 
without cause did Christ utter His warning against 
scandal. Had Eve rebuked the serpent, had she 
positively ignored him, her experience had been 
blessing posterity. 

Just the story the human race the best 
example evil experiences, also the best 
example the effect good experiences. History 
and the Lives the Saints are rich defence 
the power good example. 

Surround child with good influences, incite 
free acts unselfishness, praise with discretion 
when has done noble deed, its presence 
what you wish do, tell the story the Saints 
and heroes, surround with companionship whose 
purity and morals are well established, bring 
early the “Friend Children,” and that child’s 
personal experiences will inevitably develop his 
character the right direction. All this must 
done sincerely, simply that becomes nat- 
ural, permanent condition. The principle will work 
itself out surely effect follows cause. 


conclusion, then, character formation the ul- 
timate aim Christian Education: the sum total 
individual’s physical, moral, intellectual and 
spiritual experiences. All those who their efforts 
strive turn these experiences the right channel 
may find consolation the words St. Paul: 
“How beautiful are the feet them that preach the 
gospel peace, them that bring glad tidings 
good things.”

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The Use Liturgical Latin Means

the purpose promoting the liturgical 

apostolate, and foster least few 
social virtues, “Outline Liturgical Latin” was 
sent August, 1926, thirteen high schools and 
two academies Ohio, Michigan, Colorado and 
New Mexico. The cities were distributed numeric- 
ally states follows: Ohio, seven; Michigan, 
three; Colorado, three; New Mexico, one. 


The outline was used connection with

high school Cincinnati found the Latin 
the “Liturgical Outline” too difficult for first year 
high school pupils, hence the outline was not stu- 
died that school. 

The “Outline” drawn four parts, cor- 
respond with the four teaching quarters the year. 
The first quarter’s work embodies simple quota- 
tions from St. Paul’s epistles, these texts being se- 
lected and combined with reference their social 
values for the individual, for the family and for 
society. The second quarter’s work embraces ex- 
cerpts from the gospels, showing Our Lord’s life 
action, beginning with the angel Gabriel’s mes- 
sage Our Lady and ending with the last seven 
words Our Lord the cross. The third quarter 
embodies grouping the parables, and the fourth 
combines the proofs the institution the sacra- 
ments and other texts referring the sacraments. 


The questionnaire the following page was sent 
each the eleven schools using the 
with the request that report sent the work 
done “Liturgical The virtues given 
the questionnaire were chosen because they are all 
found this some other implication the epis- 
tles and gospels, found the Latin Missal.

Helicopter was not known Murray 
in, thought, turned hopefully the Readers’ 
Guide for 1925. Yes, was right. Under Helicopter 
found reference Autogiro, and under Autogiro, 
the Literary Digest, November 21, 

this time thought that had definite phase 
helium investigate; therefore, proceeded col- 
lect bibliography. The card catalogue yielded 
assistance, but there were abundant references under 
Helium and Helicopter the Readers’ Guide. The 
titles the articles were illuminating: “Our Army’s 
“At Last the “Beating the 
Bird its Own Realm”; “Wingless Machine That 
Promises Revolutionize Aerial Navigation”; “Heli- 
“Helium Gas and “Gas 
That Will Without Blowup”; such these made 
think that knew great deal about helium and 
navigation.

ERSONALITY that center activity which 
man individual being distin- 
guished from humanity. the last and highest 
result the operation the law individuation 
which ruled and determined the progress creation 
from its rudimentary beginnings its crowning 
perfection man.

characters the play, but more especially pro- 
vided with mouthpiece convey the voice 
speaking more distinctly the audience. Thus 
received its proper title persona, sound through. 
the first place then, human personality, which 
constituted the union reason and will, 
center relation nature—nature finds mouth- 
piece and sounds through man. late years, 
the organic relation between man and nature has 
awakened new interest the sphere science, al- 
though the idea itself not new sphere 
speculative thought. Man organically one with 
nature, and that deeper sense than mere science 
able understand expound. Nature reaches 
its completion him the last link the chain 
created existence, and this too may allow, 
one side his existence, not the way 
external addition merely the order creation 
below him, but the way organic evolution, 
using that word, however, sense consistent with 
sound theism reference the creation the 
world. Physically, man the completion the 
processes organization, which matter taken 
and sublimated and glorified, step step, until 
reaches its wonderful perfection the human 
body, which the mirror and epitome the nat- 
ural universe. The soul man also, though not 
produced nature, but having its origin spir- 
itual realm, most intimately related nature, 
must the nature the case reason 
its union with the human body. His intellectual 
and moral activities start down the depths 
nature, and their growth conditioned more less 
nature, that profound sense, nature 

the womb from which born. 


But while man thus one with nature, also 
above nature, and includes his personality 
order existence which comes from spiritual 
world which interior nature and which upholds 
and supports the natural universe. Man the in- 
terpreter nature. Nature comes through him 
its proper utterance. The intelligence nature 
interpreted the mind man, its beauties his 
phantasy. might difficult for say just 
what nature would without man. know, 
however, that comes its proper meaning and 
completion lifted into the sphere human 
intelligence and will. Hence man the lord 
nature. 

might dwell upon this relation man 
nature comes utterance the religions 
the world, the misguided and false worship 
the heathen, all pantheistic philosophy, and the 
sphere easy see how this sym- 
pathy with nature rules the intuitive activities 
man all ages, and influences each one in, 
many mysterious ways. 

But for our present purpose shall refer 
especially its bearing education. And may 
see here the profound meaning the science 
mathematics and what called the natural sciences 
their bearing the liberal culture man. 
grant that these sciences have utilitarian purpose. 
Their study brings nature under the control man 
the way making minister his physical 
wants and necessities. prior condition for 
man’s higher wellbeing and for his progress civil- 
ization the study these sciences necessity. 


But this means the highest purpose 
which their study subserves. This must found 
the development and liberal culture the mind 
itself. man’s personality its own inner con- 
stitution implies that nature come its in- 
terpretation and utterance him, then clear 
that the study nature necessary his own cul- 
ture. When the study the sciences made find 
its chief purpose ministering mere physical 
wants, purely worldly ends, though all this 
legitimate its place, education degraded. 
may said that this lower form civilization 
the form industrial progress must necessarily 
precede the higher, but the danger our age 
that becoming both first and last. When edu- 
cation thus made instrument end be- 
neath itself, ceases really good, and be- 
comes evil. While therefore seek keep 
with the progress the age the study the 
sciences, let cling the principle, culture for 
its own sake, education for the elevation man. 
Let this first, and then all other proper ends and 
purposes will added unto it. 


The great populous nations the orient are com- 
ing learn the secret our material pros- 
perity, and discouraging and humiliating 
spectacle see the avidity with which, for the most 
part, they seek gain education our institutions 
which terminates this interest, while the higher inter- 
ests true culture and religion are passed by. Let see 
that not ourselves encourage and promote this 
purely utilitarian spirit. Let study nature condi- 
tion for the development the mind, for the attainment 
true culture, and not degrade mind into mere instru- 
ment for the accumulation wealth and luxury.

more try solve the problems this great 
Shakesperian drama, the more futile does our task 
appear. 

Should consider from artistic view point, the 
Nemesis weak, for although the king receives his just 
retribution, the effect unsatisfactory, since Hamlet 
the same time meets wholly unmerited end. 

The Oracular, too, lacking strength. The Ghost 
stalking about kingly majesty very impressive, but 
from the moment speaks, are disappointed. holds 
out Hamlet motive except revenge, revenge which 
offers not even the appearance good anyone con- 
cerned, and revenge for revenge’s sake would certainly 
inadequate reward for deed terrible. 

Irony, which first consideration might seem 
wholly lacking, really the strongest the three forms 
dramatic art exhibited this drama. every turn, 
every crossroad, Irony mocks double-dealing. 

Every individual soul has oracle its own—an evil 
spirit promising untold good impossible conditions. 
thing and pretend another, and not meet with 
merited retritiution. Justice laughs such attempts— 
and this irony, pure and terrible! 

Duplicity element enough for darkest, deepest tragedy 
any life, and because duplicity, Irony, Justice 
her mocking humor, laughed the tragic end every 
important character the play. 

need not dwell the king and queen; their sin 
was glaring, and needs not pointing out. 

Polonius, bombastic, conceited, busy-bodied, had de- 
ceived himself into thinking that unlawful, cunning and 
underhand methods were ornaments character 
carefully cultivated, hence Irony marked his 
still, most secret and most grave, who was life prating 
knave.” had lived other than was, and died 
taken for what was not—a rat behind the arras the 
Queen’s closet. 

Ophelia’s sin was one weakness, and her end—twin- 
ing garlands and singing snatches old, meaningless 
tunes, when last seen above the waters, was child trag- 
edy comparison with the others. 

Laertes, instead fighting Hamlet honest terms, 
resorted cunning and died, pierced the poisoned 
sword had prepared for another. 

But the Irony Hamlet’s own fate the most strik- 
ing all. His resolution put antic disposition on, 
not only resulted his tragic end, but has detracted 
from whatever whole-hearted admiration sympathy 
may have felt inclined give him. 

This admiration will always modified questions 
which will never answered. Was Hamlet really mad 
first; or, did become later on; what degree 
was mentally unbalanced? Was abnormal super- 
normal? Was active-minded that thoughts, con- 
gested his brain, could not utilized for action; or, 
was man one idea, hastily resolving upon course 
action, and incapable absorbing any new impres- 
sions which would have enabled him act more wisely? 

However may answer these questions, the problems 
Hamlet remain. Justice, without mercy, marks his an- 
tic disposition because the Irony fate proportionate 
not only the crime; but proportionate the for- 
mer greatness him who sinned.

13. Flowers: honor Our Lord’s Presence, fresh 
flowers are kept the Altar, except during penitential 
seasons, Advent and Lent.

14. The Amice: oblong piece white linen with 
two strings. The priest passes first over his head, then 
his shoulders, then ties round his waist. There are 
certain prayers appointed said the priest puts 
each vestment after kissing it. 

15. Alb: white linen garment reaching the feet. 
The white color the Alb and Amice signifies the purity 
required those who come before God the Altar. 

16. Cincture Girdle. long cord passed round the 
waist and used for holding the Alb. 

silk vestment which the priest car- 
ries upon his left arm. 

18. The Stole: the sign the spiritual power 
the priest. The priest must wear stole when saying 
Mass, hearing confessions, etc. 

19. Chasuble: The Church makes use five colors 
for the vestments. White worn the feasts Our Lord, 
the Blessed Virgin, angels and saints who were not mar- 
tyrs. Red the feasts Apostles and Martyrs. Black 
the color for Good Friday, and for masses for the dead. 
Purple used during penitential seasons, Advent and 
Lent. Green those days certain seasons which 
saint’s feast falls. 

20. Biretta: The cap worn the priest known 
the Italian word 

The following Altar vessels are used Mass: 

21. Chalice: the cup gold silver which the 
priest consécrates and from which receives the Pre- 
cious Blood Our Lord. 

22. Purifier: linen cloth used purify wipe the 
chalice and paten after the ablutions. 

23. Paten: gold silver plate which the 
consecrated Host rests during Mass. 

24. Chalice Veil: square piece silk, the color 
the Chasuble. 

25. Burse: Resembles purse. used hold the 
The corporal square piece linen upon 
which the Host placed from the Offertory the priest’s 
Communion. Whenever the Blessed Sacrament taken 
out the Tabernacle placed the Corporal. 

26. Wine the Grape: The wine poured into the 
chalice, and when the words consecration are pro- 
nounced the priest changed into Our Lord’s Pre- 
cious Blood. 

27. Water. The drop water put into the wine the 
chalice the priest signifies the union the Divine and 
human natures Jesus Christ. 

28. The priest needs these the Lava- 
bo. Lavabo the Latin word for washing. The priest 
washes his hands teach how pure ought 
when assist Mass. also reminds the first 
station the washing his hands after 
has condemned Jesus crucified. 
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With which the priest wipes his 
hands the Lavabo, and after the communion.

The priest uses these words seven 
times during the Mass. 

8th Step Collect and Lesson: “Collect” means 
prayer for everybody.” The “Lesson” may bit the 
Old Testament some words from St. Paul St. Peter 
one the other great Apostles who wrote inspired 
God. 

9th Step The Changing the Missal: The server takes 
the book and Stand, and removes them the left-hand 
side the Altar. This reminds the difference that 
Our Lord’s coming made. 

10th Step Gospel: Which means “good tidings.” The 
Gospel some passage from the life and teaching Our 
Lord.

Scruples and Health 

word scruple supposed least derived 

from the Latin word scrupulum, small stone 
chipping stone. The metaphor implied its use not 
huge boulder one’s path, but small stone that 
causes one flinch walking and readily keeps one from 
making proper progress. the older times said that 
some the hermits put little stones into their shoes and 
walked them because they thought that this mortifica- 
tion was very suitable for the cure scrupulosity. Suf- 
fering from figurative small stones, scrupula, they tried 
genuine scrupula small stones overcome them. 
was question like curing like, and that principle has 
always attracted good deal attention from men. Such 
mortification may emphasize scruples, however, and cause 
them more disturbing than they would otherwise 
be. Stuttering and scrupulosity have certain features 
common, and Demosthenes cured his stuttering put- 
ting pebbles his mouth and talking against the sea 
down the seashore. That method curing stuttering 
worked out sometimes, and perhaps certain people 
reasonable mortification might correct scrupulosity. 

Scruples have been studied very carefully recent years 
the light modern psychology, and think that 
may said, without any too much vaunting our ad- 
vances psychology, that they are understood much bet- 
ter than they were. strictly. medical consideration 
scruples seems called for these articles, because 
scrupulous persons are likely disturbed health 
account their solicitude about themselves. Scrupulosity 
sometimes invades the domain hygiene and keeps suf- 
ferers from not infrequently from taking such proper 
precautions with regard the preservation health and 
its maintenance reasonably high standard should 
taken for the sake work and longer life. Most scrup- 
ulous persons are likely inclined over solicitude 
about good many other things besides their actual relig- 
ious scruples, and matters health not infrequently come 
into their purview. Very often they entertain some 
the same hazy and fallacious notions with regard the 
subject health they have with regard the details 
spiritual life, and these react each other the 
detriment both. 

The best way understand scruples the spiritual 
life know something about corresponding difficulties 
that have been studied rather faithfully the physical 
and psychic life recent years. These are the so-called 
phobias dreads. Phobia nice three-syllable Greek 
word that only means fear, but that seems imply ever 
much more. All sorts phobias have been studied. 
The most universal them the dread heights. Prac- 
tically everybody disturbed looking down from 
height. have had the solidest man acquaintance 
stand beside with railing front Niagara 
Falls and look over the falling water. After moment 
said me, can not stand that, must get back.” 
All us, stand the edge flat roof and look 
down, are disturbed just proportion the height. 
the ground but ten feet below us, not mind 
much, though mind more than standing the 
edge sidewalk where the drop the pavement 
half foot less. are two stories, almost 
involuntarily shrink back from the edge; but are 
four five stories feel that makes dizzy look 
and most prefer not near the edge 
all. 

This merely dread, but the dread sufficient 
unnerve quite literally, and result cannot con- 
trol our muscles, and they tremble little, and feel 
more and more unsteady, and consequence would 
easily fall. Ask man walk plank foot wide that 
stretched across little puddle the street, and does 
without the slightest difficulty hesitation. Ask him 
walk across ditch that three four feet deep, and 
will begin notice that there little uneasiness 
his muscles. the ditch twenty feet deep, will 
probaly willing walk around the block rather than 
walk across plank. the plank were stretched 
between the windows apartment house ten 
stories, nobody but expert trained workman, that 
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one accustomed doing that sort thing, would think 
going across it. There cold feeling that comes 
the pit the stomach, there are little icy chills that 
and down our back, the very thought it, and 
cannot it, because our muscles into tremor that 
beyond our control. With death the cost failure, 
cannot accomplish action that under other circum- 
stances simple child’s play for us. 

remember once working room opposite which 
they were building twenty-story building, and desk 
faced the window. were ten stories, and when the 
building began past the other side the 
street, especially the steel work it, found that was 
quite impossible for with work. man 
would stand beam perhaps eight inches wide, 
twelve stories, and lean over and tell the man down below 
the ground what wanted. Sometimes the wind 
would blowing some, and would actually lean lit- 
tle against the wind while shouting his message. Then, 
when mistakes were made sending him materials, 
would lean over and tell the man the ground 
uncertain terms what thought him. Well, this mat- 
ter standing the edge eternity this way and yet 
taking life easy that, was too much for me, and 
had have desk turned that back was the 
window. Even now, when recall it, curious feelings 
come that centre stomach region and the 
small back, and there little sense compres- 
sion about the large muscles the legs and back that 
interesting. After all, only necessary see pic- 
ture man working high building when the 
work alone has been erected, for most get shivery 
feelings that are quite unpleasant. picture person 
looking down from window ten stories enough 
make most people feel little dizzy least tremulous. 

Now here typical dread. quite unreasonable, 
since not share the danger, and yet comes over 
and makes very difficult for things. Every 
human being the world has some dread heights, but 
most people can overcome they have to. All the men 
who work high buildings had, rule with very few 
exceptions, some dread heights the beginning, but 
they learned overcome it, and they gradually grew ac- 
customed suppressing what may called the overtones 
their feelings. practice they succeeded main- 
taining control their muscles and not permitting them 
get tremulous and incapable supporting them prop- 
erly. 

the dread heights can overcome the way 
that ever many men, every other dread can 
overcome, and yet scruples are best understood com- 
paring them with dreads. are afraid that they 
have committed sin, that they are going 
sin, least that they are responsible for some fault, 
and they get trembly uncomfortable feelings and they 
cannot with their work, they are unable 
satisfactorily with their religious duties,and they 
bothering about their feelings until they get into state 
mind which impossible for them anything. 
They through experience similar that under- 
went while watching the men working the high build- 
ing, feeling fearful that they would fall, that was im- 

The extent which the dread heights may under 
certain circumstances very well illustrated the fact 
that priests sometimes find impossible least very 
difficult say Mass altar that has more than one 
step. This seems almost absurd, and yet have scen 
nearly dozen cases it. remember once mentioning 
distinguished old archbishop, and said that 
could not think possible that priest would 
ered dread heights from the mere fact being 
three steps the were dinner the mo- 
ment, and his chancellor was with us, and the chancellor 
said, “Why, your Grace, have two brothers, priests 
this archdiocese, who cannot say Mass altar more 
than one step high.” These patients have overcome 
their dread heights, but are able only the 
expense the greatest effort. One them has told 
that while saying Mass, always stays contact 
with the altar. When turns round feels the touch 
the altar turns order reassure himself. 
never steps far from the middle the altar. goes 
over one step only read the Gospel, and only one sicp 
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for the Epistle. able over the edge the 
altar for the ablutions, because then the boys are stand- 
ing front him and does not mind the looking 
down from the upper step much. has say Mass 
very high altar, the sweat stands out his forehead 
because the effort required overcome his dread, and 
the end the Mass feels completely played out be- 
cause the ordeal through which has had go. 


Dreads may refer almost anything life, and there 
are nice long Greek names describe each them. For 
instance there misophobia, which the Greek name for 
dread dirt. This the nearest resemblance among the 
psychoneuroses that have scruples when they take 
the form dread sin. People suffering from the 
dread dirt are afraid that they are getting dirt their 
hands their lips, and they become anxious about 
that they occupy themselves mainly with washing off 
taking precautions against it. have known patients 
when they are particularly nervous, for there are inter- 
missions and remissions the dread, wash their hands 
forty time day until they quite literally wash the skin 
off them, and they suffer from rather severe skin trouble. 
They are like some penitents who would keep going back 
confession. These people would not touch the handle 
door for all the world. mine, who used 
come some years ago, would never touch the 
knob the storm door open and step into the vest- 
people. The maid had always out and 
outer door let him in. She used say me, “That gen- 
tleman who afraid open the door wants see you.” 
When came greet me, would say me, “Doc- 
tor, don’t ask shake hands with you, you shake 
hands with many people.” was sure that without 
suspecting preceding patients had surely left dirt 


particles contaminating material some kind 
hands. 


have seen him standing outside department store 
while the temperature was below zero, waiting for some- 
one come out that might slip without having 
touch the knob the door, because many people 
touched that knob. did not want put his hands 
the handles trolley cars, because 
touched them, and result was not easy for him 
get and off trolleys, and used use the elevated 
instead, because that did not require his touching handle. 
great many the ordinary things life had 
modify order carry on. like read, but 
would only take new books from the library. older 
book were borrowed for him, had someone cover 
for him would not the covering himself, 
because that would bring him contact with the finger- 
marks the people who had used the book before. 
the books were all worn soiled, read them only 
with gloves on. This hard the leaves books, for 
they get torn the gloves. number women this. 
Hence the request made some libraries not read with 
gloves on. would not eat food any place where 
thought that anybody handled the bread anything else. 
had very advanced case misophobia, and saw 
dirt everywhere, just the scrupulous people see sin 
everywhere, and made life quite miserable for himself, 
just they do. 


Most the scrupulous have idea that they have 
very tender conscience and are very different from the 
generality mankind this regard, and not few 
them are inclined think that this represents certain 
high stage the spiritual life. Even little study the 
phobias, soon dissipates that notion and scruples prove 


exactly the same sort mental over-solicitude with 
regard something that dreaded. have said, there are dreads 
of all kinds. Some people are very much afraid of pointed objects. 
This is called in Greek aichmophobia, and those affected by it may be 
made very miserable because of its presence. I have a patient who is 
six feet four height, magnificently built, two hundred and eighty 
pounds weight, who cannot sleep thinks there pointed ob- 
ject anywhere around the house. Scissors have to be bought with 
curved ends the blades. Ice picks have have blunt ends. Knives 
must not pointed. Even file that has sharp end it, must 
broken off or inserted firmly into a wooden handle, or he does not feel 
easy with near him. does not know why has the dread. 
has the apprehension that pointed objects were near might hurt 
himself others. spite his size, indeed very frequently hap- 
pens with giants like him, he is the mildest-mannered of men. He 
has a little wife five feet nothing in height who weighs about a hundred 
pounds who bosses him to the limit, and he thinks the world of her.

Life and Teaching 


truism that teaching not for its own sake but 
that has transcendent purpose that goes beyond 
itself. The ultimate purpose teaching use for some 
important end the scheme and economy life. Teach- 
ing serve the expansion and improvement life. 
stands the service the fuller, richer, finer and purer 
life. some extent may agree with Herbart when 
writes: “Non scholae sed vitae descendam.” This wise 
proverb would somewhat clearer knew what 
meant school and what life. Perhaps the following 
short version throws light it—not for ostentation, but 
for use! Thus rendered, wise economic rule, 
suitable for the purchase furniture knowledge. 
(The Science Education, Boston.) That one rela- 
tion which teaching stands life, and that relation 
which most frequently receives attention. But there 
exists another relation which life stands teaching, 
one which seems even greater consequence than 
the one referred to. this: life itself teacher 
mean importance. The school, other words, not 
the only place where learn and may much 
doubted whether the chief place. all events, hu- 
man experience, which only another name for life, rep- 
resents teaching factor, the importance which not 
surpassed any other teaching agency. 

Life teaches us, and when say that mean that 
our habitual environment constantly not only modifies 
our mental content, but also determines our interests and 
molds our character. The circle our thoughts not 
closed affair that resists invasion and penetration from 
without. the contrary, subject continual 
action and reaction contact with our entire environ- 
ment. Whatever experience undergo leaves its traces 
the world our ideas. Therefore, our entire environ- 
ment should shaped that its suggestive power for 
the good, that sows our mind the germs happy 
and wholesome ideas, that elicits new and beneficial 
interests and that manner ideas are introduced that 
will prove subversive the good mental habits which 
have been acquired. Unfortunately, observe but too 
often that daily and habitual experience undoes what for- 
mal instruction and discipline have laboriously built up. 
have here over and over again the useless performance 
Penelope, who under the protection night unraveled what 
she had woven during the day, thus making progress her 
work. Every teacher sees himself confronted this dis- 
couraging situation. Still not from this angle that 
wish look the matter just now. have something 
else view. 

have been speaking new method teaching 
religion which aims making the teaching actual ex- 
perience the life the pupil. For since religion 
practical thing can only taught practice. one 
can learn sing merely listening lengthy explana- 
tions the nature sound and the use the vocal 
chords. The only way learn sing singing. 
This equally, and anything more emphatically, true 
with regard religion. one wishes learn how 
pray, the only way which can done praying. 
‘Action the great thing. Ideas not make character. 
Character the contrary the product activity. Moral 
character generated moral action. Religious char- 
acter, its turn, produced religious action. this 
lies the whole secret teaching religion. Religion 
taught for use; hence, while being taught must already 
used will remain mere academic affair with 
power reach out into life. learn our religion 
live it. will never learn our religion not 
live it. 

age which religion was actually lived could with- 
out any particular harm allow the formal religious teach- 
ing lean towards intellectualism. Life itself would 
correct the defect and restore the necessary balance and 
proportion between the theoretical and practical elements. 
This was the happy condition affairs the ages 
faith. Religion then was atmosphere that pervaded 
everything. had found concrete embodiment and ex- 
pression the whole environment man. Man could 
not help living his religion. could not get away from

This reli- 
gious atmosphere began envelop the child from the 
first breath took this sublunary world. Even before 
reason dawned, the child already went through religious 
experiences. learned worship long before knew 
what worship really was. said its prayers long before 
would able understand the meaning the words 
which used. became familiar with religious symbols 
various kinds long before would have had sufficient 
knowledge explain them. Afterwards when did re- 
ceive formal religious instruction would have ample 
opportunity practice the measure which for- 
mally learned. This, doubt, was ideal condition 
things. But longer exists. 


Our external environment longer permeated 
religion was those favored ages. The general set- 
ting our life has become secular. the school, there- 
fore, falls the added burden helping the child live 
its religion, that expressing continually corres- 
ponding actions and experiences. The work the school 
far the teaching religion concerned actually has 
radically changed. must far more than was called 
upon formerly. That large measure true 
with respect other subjects. Also their regard the 
school must shoulder new responsibilities which formerly 
were born the home and other informal educational 
agencies. Practically, the entire work education now 
devolves the school, since the home has almost com- 
pletely broken down educational institution. 
would blessing this were not patently true with 
respect religion, but also that department the home 
longer does its share. The crying need for reform 
and reconstruction religious instruction arises out 
this deplorable condition. The readjustment the new 
needs cannot come once but must brought about 
gradually. Abrupt changes policy are never desirable. 
They cause too much disturbance and moreover arouse 
antagonism. Good things are slow growth and re- 
sult steady and continuous evolution that does not 
proceed leaps and bounds. The new teaching method 
will also take its time. will emerge out inter- 
play many forces and response the conscious 
needs the times. 

not advisable identify the teaching religion 
with any one particular educational theory. 
are preparing another crisis. The present crisis the 
outcome too close identification our religious in- 
struction with the intellectualistic method. Methods after 
all are products their times and hence necessity 
ephemeral. They have their day and cease be. They 
are quite frequently the outgrowth false philosophical 
and psychological doctrines and accordingly intrinsically 
vitiated. make close alliance with such transient 
methods cannot redound the benefit religion. Re- 
ligion must, therefore, very eclectic and assume to- 
wards any newly arising teaching method very cautious 
and critical stand. Only thus will consult its own best 
interests. concerns the new, much heralded perform- 
ance work method, this also racy the soil which 
grew. grew out pragmatic, utilitarian and mater- 
ialistic philosophy. goes without saying, then, that 
cannot its entirety acceptable the religious teach- 
er. must not again make the blunder committing 
ourselves entirely one contemporary method teach- 
ing. What are looking for now method that will 
justice the particular nature religion and which, 
therefore, will have degree permanency. The last 
place follow mere educational fashions ought the 
class religion. Too much stake and too much 
harm can done uncritical adoption the educa- 
tional fashions the hour. 

Whatever reforms teaching religion are introduced, 
these must not arise out mere opposition outworn 
methods. Such opposition always leads exaggerations 
and results fatal onesidedness. The pendulum reac- 
tion always swings extreme but never finds the 
golden mean. True reform must not born mere 
contradiction, for that case only serves create 
new intolerable situation which its turn will require 
another reform. engage reforms this type 


are entering interminable process that will never 
issue anything satisfactory. Too many are overlooking 
this important point and hastily demanding the adoption 
reform which cannot lasting because only

Origin Liturgical Books 

Coming now the study how and when liturgical 
books originated, find that for about the first two cen- 
turies prayers ceremonies were written down, 
nothing was fixed except what was read from the Bible, 
which was the only book used church. The celebrant 
and his deacon said their prayers extempore, while the 
people answered more less spontaneously with short 
exclamations, such as: “Amen, Alleluia, Kyrie eleison.” 

Synod Hippo, 1393, shows incidentally the 
beginning written liturgies, as, its twenty-fifth canon, 
forbids any one use written out prayers other 
churches till has shown his copy the more learned 
brethren. 

The first written liturgical work appears the dip- 
tychs, from which the names the living and the dead 
prayed for, were read out the deacon the ap- 
pointed place the liturgy. 

The older arrangement the liturgical books differed 
from ours, which are arranged according the service 
which they are used, The older arrangement considered 
not the service, but the person who uses the book. One 
book contained all that the bishop says any service; the 
deacon had his book, the choir had theirs and on. The 
bishop’s book was the Sacramentary. The best known 
Sacramentary the Gregorian Sacramentary, which was 
sent Pope Adrian (772-795) Charlemagne 791 
The priests’ book was the Sacramentary also. 

was Low Mass that caused the compilation Mis- 
sals, and Low Mass became necessary when celebrations 
were multiplied that every priest said Mass once day. 
Isolated cases Missals being used, occur early the 
sixth century, and about the twelfth century, the Missal 
has completely replaced the Sacramentaries. 

The Present Roman Liturgical Books

“Whatever blessings universal smattering educa- 
tion may have brought the direction general intelli- 
gence and good citizenship, has also developed literary 
ambition without corresponding literary capacity. 
over, there also produced body people who are 
satisfied with their knowledge, and who characterize those 
who plead for more careful and purer use language 
pedants. Men have risen among calling the 
country boy write his own deep thoughts his own 
crude language and not trouble himself with Shakes- 
peare’s English. The makers cheap books and 
papers employ half-educated writers and reporters, and 
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these become the enthroned teachers 
others ignorant themselves; 
and not only so, but also the corrupt- 
ers readers better taste cir- 
culating constantly among them writ- 
ing distinguished only for vulgarity 
and commonness.”

“mother.” Ernest Horn, the Uni- 
versity reaches the conclu- 
sion that “except for important peda- 
gogical reasons, words should 
included the course study for 
the first six grades which are not 
among those most frequently needed 
children those grades and which 
are not also among the words 
greatest permanent value adults.” 
asserts that “words needed the 
child his writing but not adults 
should learned incidentally.” With 
these conclusions there would seem 
reasonable ground for dis- 
pute.

William Lyon Phelps introduced 
Yale University course modern

The moral sensibilities are 
more alive the influence virtue 
when not blurred over-indulgence 
declare: “There more genuine en- 
joyment had from Prescott’s 
‘Conquest Mexico’ than from any 
the modern historical romances.” 

noted, however, that ed- 
ucators who came out for novels 
part the educational apparatus 
when the thing was novelty often 
seemed inclined excuse their posi- 
tion rather than proclaim with 
enthusiasm. One them plaintively 
remarked: “If can get students 
interested good novels are do- 
ing well. Frequently the novel the 
only literary acquaintance that stu- 
dents ever enjoy.”
